| World War Changed Evaeyitiny 


An article appearing in the daily papers quite recently told of a pro- 
fessor at Harvard University who had compiled a “table of wars,” showing 
that there have been no fewer than 902 major wars since the year 500 
B.C., and drawing attention to the fact that the World War, 1914-1918, 
was eight times “greater” than all the other major wars since 500 B.C. 
rolled into one. Stated another way this means that the four years of war, | 
1914-1918, was eight times greater than all the major wars combined in 
the preceding 2,400 years of the world’s history. 

If this calculation is even approximately correct it should help us to 
more fully appreciate the truth and force of the statement so frequently 
made that the financial and economic difficulties of the nations today had 
their origin in the World War, and that our troubles are not the result 
of the breakdown of the existing system because of the unsoundness or 
inherent weakness of that system, but that the cause is to be found in the 
destruction of 1914-1918 and in the new conditions and circumstances re- 
sulting from that colossal struggle. 

To the World War, and the need and emergencies of that terrible con- | 
test, can be directly traced the speeding up of invention, the improvement 
of machines, and the urge to mass production, to which some peopte attri- 
bute much of the existing unemployment,—men replaced by machines, To 
the World War, also, can be directly traced the bringing of teng of millions 
of acres into production of various foods and other products then in great 
demand, and to the uneconomic and more or less artificial production of | 
certain products in countries which prior to the war did not attempt to 
raise these things but imported them from other countries where their pro- | 
duction was & natural process. | 

The World War, too, is directly responsible for the development of 
that spirit of narrow nationalism which has infected all nations, a narrow 
nationalism political in character but which hag been developed along eco- | 
nomic lines in order to promote and strengthen political nationalism, It is 
not necessarily the system under which the economical life of the world 
grew so amazingly and prospered so greatly in the last half of the 19th 
and first decade of the 20th centuries that is at fault; rather, it has broken 
down because of an outside force, the World War, which prevented that | 
economic system from functioning for the welfare of mankind, and threw 
it completely out of gear, 

That is to say, no matter what system had prevailed in 1914-1918 it 
could not have withstood the impact and upheaval of the World War and 
continued to function, Had any of the various new systems now being ad- 
vocated for adoption to supersede the system which came down from the | 
last century been the prevailing system in 1914 it, too, would have been| 
shattered and the present outcry would be raised against it. | 

It is the World War that has changed everything, and that change must | 
be met. It cannot be met in a single year, nor by the adoption of any one’ 
new system, whether it be political, economic, or social. The needed 
changes cannot be best and most quickly brought about by destroying exist- 
ing foundations which inevitably would mean great loss and suffering, and 
more particularly so to those who even now are the chief victims of the 
depression. Rather there must be a multiplicity of changes, some small 
and seemingly insignificant, others large and outstanding, but all inter- 
locked and having a bearing on each other and upon the whole. 

The nations of the world now recognize the failure of narrow national- | 
ism, both political and economic. They are all suffering from it, but they 
have not yet agreed upon a formula for its removal. Recognizing the dis- 
ease, they are not yet prepared to apply a universal cure. Consequently, 
we find the nations as separate units devoting their energies to a solution. 
of their own problems and difficulties regardless of the effect which their | 
actions and policies may have upon other nations. On the face of it, thig 
is but a continuance of extreme narrow nationalism, but the almost certain 
cutcome must be a still more acute realization that the nations cannot 
live unto themselves alone but must come together, and work together 
for their mutual advantage if they are not all to crash together. 

Narrow nationalism, born of war, can only end in war. And the next 
World War,—if it comes,—will far exceed in its magnitude and disastrous 
results to civilization even the great conflict of 1914-1918, tremendous in its 
repercussions as it has proven to be,

In 
April last, the dividend was reduced 
from 10 per cent, to 8 per cent., and 
the last three quarterly dividends 
have been paid at that rate. The im- 
provement which has taken place in 
| business during the last six months, | 
has already had a beneficial effect on 
earnings. 

Referring to the situation in Can- 
ada, the President said: “I am glad} 
to say that since we last met there 
| has been a distinct improvement in 
Canadian business. I have had the 
opportunity of seeing this country 
recover from depressions on various 
occasions during the last fifty years 
and the present movement appears to 
be taking place along the accustomed 
lines. As soon as world trade com- 
mences to revive there is an im- 
proved demand for Canadian raw ma- 
terials.

In closing Sir Herbert Holt said: 
“At our last Annual Meeting I ex- 
pressed the feeling that indications 
pointed to the initiation of a substan- 
tial recovery in 1933. This year it is 
possible to go one step farther and to 
venture the opinion that we are now 
definitely on the up-grade. If we 


| deal intelligently with the main prob- 


lems that confront us we can expect 
within measurable time a return of 
general prosperity.” 

General Manager’s Address. 

Mr. M. W. Wilson, Vice-President 
and General Manager, in referring to 
the position of the bank pointed out 
that liquid assets totalled $362,471,- 
000, and were equal to 55.76% of 
public liabilities, compared with 
52.86% of the previous year. A not- 
able feature is that 24.26% of such 
liabilities is represented by cash and 
cash balances aggregating $157,699,- 
000. He mentioned the further inter- 
esting fact that in Canada current 
deposits increased about $17,000,000 
during the year and savings deposits 
were higher by $2,000,000. 

In discussing the proposed central 
bank he recalled the hope which he 
expressed at the last Annual Meeting 
that the Government would see fit to 
have the project examined by a body 
of experts and said: ‘The Royal 
Commission on Banking and Currency 
which was constituted last summer 


; could not have been better chosen. 


Under the Chairmanship of Lord 
Macmillan their sittings in all parts 
of the country were notable for the 
freedom with which all possible evi- 
dence was received and for the pa- 
tience and tact displayed in dealin; 
with the material submitted. While 
I do not agree with the Report in its 
entirety I believe that a properly con- 
stituted Central Bank can be develop- 
ed as a useful adjunct to our bank- 
ing system,” 
Note Issue. 

Mr. Wilson expressed the strong 
opinion that the recommendations in 
the Report with respect to the grad- 
ual withdrawal of the note-issuing 
privileges of the Chartered Banks 
did not appear to be in the public 
interest. Retention of these privileges 
would not hamper the Central Bank 
in its efforts to control credit. [n 
this connection he quoted an editorial 
which appeared in the London Econ- 
omist to the effect that the Central 
Bank would not be in the least weak- 
allowing the Chartered 
Banks to retain their present issues 
under the present restrictions. Mr. 
Wilson went on to say: “I think, 
therefore, that we should view the 
elimination of bank note issues not as 
a step which must inevitably accom- 


| pany the creation of a central bank 


but @s a separate matter entirely. 
The real question is whether the Gov- 
ernment desire to have banking ser- 
vice maintained at many small pointa 
throughout the country or to appro- 
priate the revenue of note issues for 
themselves, I believe that the gain 
to the Government would not offset 
the loss to the public through cur- 
tailment of banking facilities. Un- 
questionably there are many places 
which could no longer support a 
branch bank if note issuing privileges 
were to be withdrawn. The operation 
of @ number of small branches at a 
bare margin of profit is characteristic 
of banking in this country.

For the first time in 
years an attitude of quiet but confi- 
dent optimism is in evidence almost 
everywhere.

An announcement comes from 
Winnipeg that the provincial govern- 
ments will be asked to support an 
arctic national park for the protec- 
tion of game resources in the Far 
North. 

The proposal comes from Dr. A, 
D. Bajkov, fisheries expert, biologi- 
cal board of Canada. He suggests 
it as the first step toward saving 
Arctic species from extinction. He 
would transplant and propagate the 
musk-ox, which is one of the natural 
food supplies of the natives. 

Dr. Bajkoy believes that the ideal 
park would be a strip of land astride 
the Churchill river near the seaport. 
He claims that the preservation of 
the musk-ox is not only necessary, 
but urgent. He says that they have 
been transplanted to Alaska and 
Greenland, but they are almost ex- 
tinct in the Manitoba portion of 
their range. 

Apart from the educational and 
animal conservation considerations 
in the proposed park, there is an- 
other thought. It is, that interest 
in Canada and the United States 
is moving northward. 

A number of indirectly related 
forces have been working over a 
period of years, and suddenly joined 
from different points, to strive for a 
national park at Churchill. 

These widely separated contribut- 
ing factors included mining pro- 
moters in Great Bear driving game 
ahead of them. Eskimos moving 
south in search of food; government 
experts finding animals decreasing 
in numbers; an authority of the 
biological board of Canada hoping 
for action; curiosity seekers looking 
for entertainment; promoters inter- 
ested in meat packing plants for 
|semi-domesticated game, hopefully 
looking northward, 

It does not require a wide strotch 
of the imagination to vision a second 
Wainwright park at Churchill, where 
in a few years thousands of musk-ox 
may be slaughtered to provide epl- 
curian tables with novelty morsels. 

As early as 1899, David T. Han- 
bury, efficient northern traveller, set 
out from Winnipeg to explore the 
Thelon river, and site of the present 
game preserve. He noted that there 
was a stretch of country 80 miles in 
| l:ngth, where no human entered. 
| ‘This natural sanctuary was far- 
| ther west than the coastal Eskimo 
| hunted. It was farther east than 
}the Yellow Knife Indians and the 
| Dog Ribs roamed, It was apparently

Ottawa.—The problem of supply- 
ing the farmers of Canada with short 
term and intermediate term credits 
where such are necessary to enable 
the farmers to continue operations, 
is being seriously studied here. A 
plan will be mapped out and submit- 
ted to the government probably based 
on co-operation between the Domin- 
fon and the provinces, 

Over the weekend a conference 
was held with Dr. W. CGC. Clark, 
deputy minister of finance, at which 
the deputy provincial treasurers for 
Alberta and Manitoba and the debt 
adjusting commissioner of Saskat- 
ehewan participated, 

No details of the conference were 
made public but it is understood the 
provinces placed at the disposal of 
the department of finance all 
data they had collected. 

Although only the prairie proy- 
inces were represented at this con- 
ference, any plan to provide agri- 
culture with credits would be Do- 
minion-wide in its scope. Short term 
credits would be those for loans up 
to one year and the intermediate 
would be up to five years, 

The Macmillan commission report 
on banking stressed the need of re- 
lieving the banks of responsibility 
for supplying credits to agriculture 
and the report of the Dominion-pro- 
vincial conference here last week 
stated that the commission's sugges- 
tion was being studied by the Do- 
minion and provincial authorities. , 


Shows Great Improvement 


Bureau Of Statistics Issues Annual 
Review Of Employment 

Ottawa, Reflecting a steady 

march of workers back into gainful 


employment after long or~ short 
periods of idleness, the Dominion 
bureau of statistics has issued its 


annual review of employment cover- 
ing 1933. A distinct upward trend, 
starting about April 1, is shown in 
the figures which are based on the 
payroll reports of some 8,140 employ- 
ers. 

In all, 146,900 people were s.dded 
to the number of wage-earners in 
Canada by these firms from Aprii 1 
to Dec. 1. During that period the in- 
dex number of employment (based 
on 1926 at 100) jumped 15.8 points 
or 20.8 per cent from year’s low of 
76.0 to 91.8. 

Payrolls were increased in the 
prairie provinces by 13,600 and in 
British Columbia by 13,900.

Ocean-bound shipping from the 
ports of Saint John, New Brunswick; 
Halifax, Nova Scotia; Quebec and 
Montreal on the River St. Lawrence, 
and Vancouver, British Columbia, was 
fractionally greater in 1933 compared 
with 1932, despite a reduction of 48,- 
450,000 bushels in the quantity of 
grain shipments which constitute 
Canada’s bulk of exports. The ton- 
nage of vessels cleared from Cana- | 
dian ocean ports during the first 11 
months of 1933 was 36,000 tons more 
than in the corresponding period of
